1 . SUMMARY. THE BRAZILIAN PRESS HAS STEPPED UP ITS 
BACKGROUND AND INTERPRETIVE REPORTING ON MRS. CARTER'S 
COMING VISIT TO BRAZIL. MUCH OF IT BASED ON FOREIGN 
MINISTRY COMMENTS. JUNE 2 EDITIONS PROMINENTLY DISPLAYED 
FOREIGN MINISTRY'S DENIAL THAT IT WAS INDIFFERENT TO UP- 
COMING VISIT, AND CARRIED COMMENT BY FONMIN SILVEIRA IN 
PARIS THAT MRS. CARTER COULD NOT HAVE BEEN THINKING OF 
BRAZIL WHEN SHE MADE ALLEGED REMARK, CARRIED IN BRITISH 
PAPERS, THAT SHE WOULD BE VISITING "THREE DICTATORSHIPS" 

AS WELL AS "FOUR DEMOCRATCIES." BRAZILIAN PRESS ALSO ASSERTED 
THAT VANCE-SILVEIRA MEETING IN PARIS AND SUPPOSED 
CESSATION OF USG PRESSURE AGAINST GOB-FRG NUCLEAR ACCORD 
WOULD CREATE A MORE POSITIVE CLIMATE FOR MRS. CARTER'S 
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DISCUSSIONS IN BRASILIA. END SUMMARY. 

2. JUNE 2 JORNAL DE BRASILIA FRONT-PAGED FOREIGN MINISTRY 
DENIAL OF RUMORS ALLEGEDLY CIRCULATING IN BRASILIA 
"DIPLOMATIC COMMUNITY" THAT ITAMARATY WAS MAINTAINING 
"NEUTRAL" POSITION "OF NEAR NEGLIGENCE" TOWARDS 
UPCOMING VISIT. ESTADO DE SAO PAULO, IN INSIDE STORY ON 
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SAME DAY, NOTED THE FOREIGN MINISTRY DENIAL AND FURTHER 
QUOTED SOURCE AS SAYING, "THE BRAZILIAN FOREIGN MINISTRY 
IS MAINTAINING A 'CORRECT' ATTITUDE (TOWARD THE VISIT), 

BECAUSE IT IS NOT KNOWN EXACTLY WHAT TOPICS THE SPECIAL 
EMISSARY OF THE USG INTENDS TO DISCUSS BEGINNING MONDAY." 

THE SOURCE ADDED THAT THE VISIT AND DISCUSSIONS HAD BEEN 
REQUESTED BY THE USG, AND SO IT THEREFORE FELL TO THE USG 
TO INDICATED WHAT MATTERS IT WISHED TO DISCUSS. ANOTHER 
FOREIGN MINISTRY SPECIALIST WAS QUOTED AS SAYING 
THAT MRS. CARTER’S PLANNED TALK WITH FINANCE MINISTER 
SIMONSEN IS PROOF OF THE VISIT'S SUBSTANTIVE NATURE 
AND INTENTIONS. AN ARTICLE IN THE PREVIOUS DAY'S (JUNE 1) 

ESTADO, HOWEVER, SAID THAT ITAMARATY WAS APPARENTLY MORE 
CONCERNED WITH THE VISIT'S FORMAL AND PROTOCOL ASPECTS THAN 
WITH SUBSTANTIVE MATTERS. 

3. INSIDE ARTICLE IN JUNE 1 ESTADO POINTED OUT THAT GOOD 
RESULTS OF VANCE-SILVEIRA MEETING WOULD LIKELY PROVIDE 
"FAVORABLE CLIMATE" FOR MRS. CARTER'S VISIT (REFTEL). 

ARTICLE SAID "DIPLOMATIC SOURCES" IN BRASILIA BELIEVED THAT 
FIRST LADY WOULD BE BRINGING GOOD WILL MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT 
CARTER TO PRESIDENT GEISEL, INCLUDING POSSIBLE 

INVITATION FOR GEISEL TO VISIT US. 

4. PROMINENT COVERAGE WAS ALSO ACCORDED FONMIN SILVEIRA'S 
STATEMENT IN PARIS THAT "THE NOTION OF DICTATORSHIP CANNOT 
BE APPLIED TO THE CURRENT BRAZILIAN REGIME," IN RESPONSE 

TO QUERIES ABOUT MRS. CARTER'S ALLEGED STATEMENT THAT SHE 
WOULD BE VISITING "THREE DICTATORSHIPS" AND FOUR DEMOCRACIES 
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DURING HER CURRENT TRIP. 'IF SHE SPOKE ABOUT DICTATORSHIPS, 

SHE DOULDN'T BE REFERRING TO BRAZIL," SAID SILVEIRA, WHO 
WENT ON TO ASSERT THAT "TO SPEAK OF DICTATORSHIP IN RELATION 
TO BRAZIL IS A LITTLE STRONG....(AS THERE IS) AN OPEN 
CONGRESS AND AN OPPOSITION (PARTY) WITH ITS ONW CONCRETE 
INFLUENCE."
